Germany Breaking Up 


It looks as if modern Germany like ancient Gaul, is going to 


be divided into three parts. Bavaria, which never liked Prussia, 
*ias been drawing away for some time from that dominant 
member of the German Federation. Saxony and Bavaria have 
parted company and started fortifying their frontier. A prom-: 
inent American newspaper representative in Berlin reports 
that from preset indications, the outcome is going to be as 
follows: 
Prussia and Saxony, with several smaller states of northern. 
Germany, remaining together in the form of a republic; 


Bavaria, the largest unit of southern Germany, withdraw- 


ing and setting up again as a mon'archy. 


A separate Rhine state, consisting of the Rhineland and 


Ruhr, including Frankfort, Hanover ad Hamburg, ostensibly 
independent, but under French influence. 


Something of the kind seems sure to fiappen, unless a mir- 


acle occurs in Germany or France changes its policy. 


All this, needless to say, means an end of German repara- 


tion. Separated parts of the German Empire will not want to 
pay, and perhaps cannot pay, any more than the parts into 
which the Austrian Empire was divided. 


And France, at least may not care. In fact, such division, 


may be what France has aimed at, in the Poinc.are policy. 
With Germany broken to pieces, France will no longer fear 
the Germans. The French army will dominate Europe. That 
security is worth many million marks. With assured control 
of the Ruhr and other rich industrial areas, France can take 
considerable reparation for herself, and more important still 
can built up a great continental monopoly in coal, and steel.

Work Permits vs. School 


Last Spring, as the long school vacation approached, many 


city children of school age applied for temporary work permits. 
The idea of course, was that they would work through the 
summer months and return to school in the fall. 


It has been found however, that in several cities already in- 


vestigated, only- about 40 per cent of these summer workers 
have gone back to school. More than half have kept on with 
their vacation jobs or have secured new' ones. If the 60 per 
cent who have now definitely ended their formal" schooling 
could be restored to the classroom it would be to their own 
benefit, but in a great many cases it is no doubt too late. 


This fact looks like one more argument for the year-round 


school. It is always harder for the average pupil to go back to 
school if he has dropped out for a term or two. Unless he is 
helped by wise parents and an interested teacher he loses con- 
tact and fails to appreciate what further schooling would mean 
to him in later lears. The all-year school would eliminate the 
necessity for many of the "temporary" work permits, and it 
would also enable boys and girls.who are impatient to begin 
earning to finish their schooling three months to a year sooner 
than under the present system of long summer vacations.

co-operation."
